The natives of Jaurangei, which is built 
on a long, crescent-shaped lagoon, 39 min« 
utes by air downstream from Armmnti, 
had seen the airplane as it passer! high 
over their well-concealed retreat om. its 
way ta the vast, silent interior; so they 
were not-entrely timprepared when it Te- 
appeared and descended frum the sky to 
the placid water of the lagoon. — 

As we taxied toward the bank a large 
crowd of naked black men, with here and 
there a striking, ghastly specimen pumted 
cholk-white from crown to heels with pipe 
clay, assembled on the beach to receive us, 

The main teature of the village is a 
series of three great structures, spaced 
alnnt 500 feet apart, in a straight line 
throngh its center, These are the hoitse 
fimiharons, or Clubhouses, of the men of 
the different clans comprising: the ville, 
Unhke the dul houses of the Fly or the 
fovis of the Papian Delt country (see 
text, pages 269 and 275), they are not 
dormitories, bot ate for ceremonial ane 
other meetings, and are user alse as re- 
positeties for sacred oljects: | 

These buildings are about 50 feet high 
and 150 feet long, made of thatched palm 
sides and roof on a framework of more 
or bess artistically carved Ings of enormous 
size ari! length, The posts that stpport 
the roof at etther em) are carved lke to- 
tem poles, to tepresent men oan lyeasts, 
from base to peak, terminating 90 to 60 
feet aliowe the ground ina carved hornhall 
posed for flight, This portion projects 
six or eight feet above the ridgepole, 
which t& lashed to the post.

a nude woman, the buttressed roots of the 
tree from which the post was taken nicely 
adapting themselves to represent her ex- 
tended Jower limbs.

It is knowt: to matives 
ly the onomatopoetic name of “Bhup 
Blup.” It was erupting at the tine and 
showed evidence of two recent lava flows 
an the landward side, 

From Samarai we took off carly next 
morning for Pert Moresty, Clouds had 
not yet tmantied the interior mcnutitains, 
So, to our astonishment, we could now 
see that amonth before, on oor blind fighy 
aeriss the island, we had actually hopped 
over the highest point of the whole central 
range of mountains! Without svispecting

In quarantine greenhouses at ArHngton 
Parm, across the Potomac from Wash- 
ington, we planted cur cane collection. A 
fair proportion of the varieties which sir- 
viverl the trip are now vigorous youny 
plants: “Those which failed to survive the 
long trip are being replaced from our in- 
termeciate depot of duplicate plants propa- 
mitted at Sydney. 

About 130 distinct varieties. of sugnr 
cane, selected with a view to diseuse- 
resistance and adaptability to conditions 
m the Gulf States, resulted from this 
expedition, It remains now to test these 
Plants ander the conditions of commercial 
cane culture in the South. Superior va-

THROUGH JAVA IN PURSUIT OF COLOR 
By W. Ronert Moone 


| COP of Java and a couple of bums” 
was one of the frst momiry calls 
3 that J answered behind a restou- 
Tant counter on an odd-job venture in my 
tarly school days. But for the man who 
associates Java with a cup of good coffee 
alone, a visit to that Garden Isle is a de- 
lightful revelation. 
Marching the length of Java in search 
of interesting subjects for my color cam 
era, | found a long panorama ot faocinat- 
ing attractions. ‘There were moumerable 
wide fields of waving sugar cane, with 
bitsy tefineries in their midst, and every- 
where nce fields were checkerboarding the 
valleys of stair-stepping. in terres up the 
voleame hilisides, Into the market places 
came huge piles of cassava roots, from 
which evolve ont tapioca puddings, and 
beyond the coulis were cinchona planta- 
tions, destined te produce. quinine to com- 
hat the world’s malarial fevers, 
it was a fast-moving procession of an- 
cient Hindu temples, quiescent and erupt- 
ing vileanoes, batik workers, nanyaing 
angers, and gaivcon orchestras; of olive- 
skinned Jovanese in bright sarongs laugh- 
Ing on-therr way to market, plantations of 
rubber and coffee, and large hill areas, 
where Dutch planters were reading for- 
times in cups of pekoe tea, but with far 
more acenracy than ever did my aged 
grandmother, 


THE START FROM SINGAPORE 


Fut to Iegin: It wits a atarhit aight, soft 
iid caressing fromm breese aftera tropi- 
cal shower, when our ship lay at anchor 
in the open roadstead at Singapore har- 
bor.

Docking tate in the day, in a heavy 
downpour of rain, we asked the captain if 


we might spend the night aboard instead 


of poing to a hotel, as we had to be at 
the harbor again early the next morning 
to transship our goods. 

"Wie make no provision for people while 
in port.” explamed the captain, “Ty's 
pretty noisy, the dict is simple, and some- 
times the mosquitoes buther a little,” he 
added. “However, if you fellows are 
willing to put up with the fare and promise 
not to write anything ahowt the mocsiyui- 
toes, vou may stay on the ship. Keep 
your cabin door closed, and if you don't 
turn on the ighis you'll be all right.” 

Of the onslaughts of the mos—— (my 
stletce ts pleded), Uhat mosqaritoes, to- 
gether with the swampy flats of that 
region, have loomed large m Batavin's his- 
tory and they have built for hern new city, 

Time was, in the carly period of co- 
lontal development, when the Dutch came 
out to. Batavia they brought their love of 
the lowlands with them, and there ‘built 
closed houses on the canals, which ran 
through the low, swampy land. Dut, as 
trading men and soldters died by thou- 
sands from malaria anc other clisenses 
iMlnced or ageravated by the minnie va- 
pors which surrounded them, they eventu- 
ally learned that tropicil Java was net a 
temperate Netherlands,

When Capt. James Cook started home- 
ward, in 1770, from hw strange adlven- 
tures of exploration and discovery in the 
South Pacific, he put in at Batavia to 
repair his weathered ship Eadeavour, and 
there it was that poor Tupia, his litle 
Tahitian friend and interpreter, “died of 
lever, caught from the dendly climate and 
wicleanhness of the place.” . 

Hatavians have since moved their tesi- 
ences to the near-by suburb ‘of Wrelte- 
vreden, meaning “well content,” which en- 
pays a far more healthful climate and has 
leautiful, wide avenues, the brow! Kan- 
tnespliiit: amd other well-tended parks. 
Most of the huasiness offices and godowns 
atl remain in old Batavia, although 
lranch offices and new buildings are, 
more and more, being located in Welte- 
Vreden, 


THE TWi-WHEELED “anos” ARE FRA- 
TURES OF BATAVIA S TRAFFIC 


Existing alongside the fie, large store 
and stucco offices and bank buildings in 
the old city, one can also see the chottered! 
quarters of the Chinese population. Motor 
cars, many of which come trom a large 
American assembling plant located in the 
city, whirl along. the excellent siréets, and 
it clanging steam tram closely resembling 
George Stephenson's histone Mocket con- 
nects the two sections of the city. Sados 
(or doc-d-dos), those litthe two-wheeled 
carts where one sits chummily back-to- 
hack with the driver, are still a popular 
means of conveyance. 

In spite of the fact that Batavia car- 
ries on a heavy world trade, most of its 
business comes to a drowsy standstill for 
a long. siesta during the heat of the day. 

Leaving Batavia, we slipped for Soer- 
ahaia, along the northern ecmst of the 
island, dropping in at Semarang on the 
way long enough to load a dozen lighters 
of freight and exchange a few passengers. 
Although Semarang proudly asserts that 
it is the third city in Java, Batavia and 
Soermbaja each greatly outdistance it in 
population and shipping figures. ‘The 
business district is the ustinl odd mixture 
of buildings common to Eastern ports, 
but the color of the market day im the

At the approach to Soeribaja, in the

But hig, modern Sotrmbaja, wath its 
upeto-date automobile salesrognms, radio 
shops, department stores, anc palatial 
residences along its shady boulevards, is 
a poor place for a person seeking camera 
studies of native Java. So we sat ina 
hotel one afternoon, where Dutch people 
lounged about the verandas clad in gay, 
starche:’ pajamas and flowery kimunes, 
discussing whether or not vur itinerary 
shold melude Tosart hill station and the 
erupting Bromo Volcano,

is known te the initiated as lead cake, 

But we found a solace at the grocer’s 
in East Indian chocolate, the farest mietm- 
ber that we have known of that splendid 
family. It is a letter chocolate of an-inde- 
actibable but unforgettable lilend, 

We had a fire beach at Bergen aan Zee, 
wide ond clear, with many fad stoclen 
(wicker chairs, with hoods ta protect fram 
the hivh winds) and bath wagons, where 
milady could don bathing gorments and be 
drawn down to the sea by a horse, 

One day im August the children had 
their innings: the cottagers poole! thetr 
guilders, and prizes were awarded to those 
whose sand forts resisted the tide longest.

LACE CURTAINS IN A CATTLE NARN 


Holland tsa. great agricultural country, 
i# thoroughly irrigated by canals, arid) has 
heen fertilized by cattle for centuries. Por 
beautiful bikeck and white Holstem anil 
Butch lelted catth: Holland takes the prize. 
On our way to Volendam we. visited o 
cattle stable attached te a formbouse. It 
was as spick-aiel-spain as the garde crow 
could seroh it, and the windows of the 
stahlé were hung with lace cartaitis! 

The cheese in Holland, especially Edam 
and Gowla, is excellent, Alkmaar is the 
center of the North Holland cheese trade. 
Friday is market day, and the visitor to 
Holland who misses attending it misecs 
one of the mist interesting sirhts there. 
Rarly in the day, trucks, carts, and oars 
of various types arrive, all loaded with 
cheese. The plava about the attractive 
Wogh House (see page 377) 19 covered 
with thousands of golden cheese halls 
about seven inches in diameter.* 

The farmer, wearing a black skullean, 
is Jooking after his wares and for a jt 
spective Inver. The “yraspect’” comes 
alone and the farmer sallies forth, At 
first he i= cold to the buyer's qvertires, 
anc after Jong bargaining scorns the offer 
niaide. Later, when the market is about to 
clase, they get together again; the farmer 
plugs his wares (cuts ont a small sample) 
for the laiver, and the sale is completed hy 
“striking hands,” which ts a custom gen- 
erations old, When this is done, the trans- 
action wannot be reopened. 

After the sale, porters, who look. like 
menbers of a Pinafore Opera troupe, carry 
off the cheese m boatlike frames, and the 
unsold cheese gocs toa factory, where it 


is prepared for shipping, and, Io, in due 


tints, appears on American tables, But 
fresh cheese is os different os fresh frit 
or vegetables, No wonder the favorite 
inner dessert in Holland is “hiscuits and 
hens.”

Roads in this country are mostly of 
brickand are yverygood, Ina hired aute— 


mobile, costing about $25. day, we visited 
North Holland. On our way to Hoorn, 9 
caller! heeause its tower of defense from 
the £uider Zee is supposed to resemble a 
horn, we passed whole fields of bulls, 


which constitute a major industry in this 


country, (Quantities of crocus, hyacinth, 
harciseus, and tolip bulbs, running biel: in 
money value, are exported yearly, [Fields 
of these blossoms light up the landscape 
with reat splashes of color, The tulip is 
dtdoubtedly the national flawer.. The nme 
was appropriated from the Persian lan- 
uae and means a turban, When I see 
tulips T always think of bright turbans on 
the heads of orientals, . 

In the 17th century Holland becume ob- 
sessed by tulips. A single “onion” of the 
“pemper Augustus” old for13,c00 puild- 
es. The horticultural Society of Haar- 
lem offered a prise of 100,000 guilders, 
equal to $40,000, for a hack tulip. 

Practically the whole nation became in- 
fatuated at this time, and contracts were 
signed for immense sums of money paid 
tor lailhs never seen by either bayer or 
seller. The Government intervened, ap- 
plied the law: nigainst gambling, the price 
ot tulips fel] ti nothing, pred a panic ei 
sued, “The Black Tulip,” by Alexandre 
Ditmas, deals with this bath craze.

HAARLEM, CENTER OF THE HULE INDUSTRY 


We went hy motor ta Haarlem, which 
is a fine city and the center of the bull 
imfustry. [ts suburbs are jeweled with 
flowers. The flower market js sormet hiner 
to.dream ahout. In visiting the Nether- 
lands, when-in villages and towns one js 
wise to head up first of all for the flower 
market, 

On the way hack to Zee Droom Cottage 
we made along detour to The Hayne, with 
its House in the Wood, the favorite resi- 
dence of the royal family, A: Hollander 
remarked that the house “isn't much, but 
itis oneof the most beautifully furnished 
Chateaux in the world.” ‘The Hague is a 
reat overgtown villuge, cofitaining many 
palatiol residences and avenues of: fine 
trees; but after one has seen the splendid 
gallery, the Mauritshiis, the Museum, and 
the Library, he tue better pass on quickly, 
for guilders here fairly evaporate. ‘Thack- 
eray, in his “Roundabout Papers,” after 
extolling The Hague, grumbles hecause he 
was charged a guilder (4o cents) for a 
hottle of ale, 

On Sundays, in fine weather, Queen 
Wilhelmina, her consort, Prince Henry, 
and the Princess Juliana may be seen walk- 
in to church like any well-to-do Dutch 
family. 

OF course, this unique country, with its 
quaint homes, customs, and costumes, has 
always heen a challenge to artists, Miny 
af the Dutch painters occupy the first rank. 
Thevare exponents of the school of real- 
ism. Rembrandt, with his great pictures, 
“The Lesson in Anatony" and The Night 
Watch” (more correctly known as “The 
Sortie of the Banning Cock Company’), 
with its inimitable golden light: a dead 
tree by Kuvedael, a lull by Paul Potter— 
these do not belong ta the realm of my- 
tholagy ar imagination, but to everyday 
life. 
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Delft we found to le a quiet, sleepy old 
town. [tis the center of the tile mduustry. 

The Nieuwe Kerk of Delft contams a 
mambificent monument to William, Prince 
of Orange, the father of his country. [t 
consists of a recumbent sculptured figure 
of the Prince, in uniform, teclining ona 
black sarcophagus. At his leftas the mar- 
ble figure of his favorite dog, which gave 
the alarm and saved his life when he was 
attacked by Spanish assassins im 1572. 
Over the monument isa canopy, supported 
lw four curious columns cut in marble. 
These represent four allegorical hyures— 
Liberty, Justice, Courage, and Religion. 

In the same church is a simple monu- 
ment to Hugo Grotins, who was known as 
the prodigy of Europe. At the age of nine 
he composed good Latin verses, entered 
the university at twelve, and at fifteen be- 
came an ambassador, 

In the Pritsenhof, residence of the 
Prince of Orange, where he was assnesi- 
nated in 1584. a bullet-hole was pointed 
aut. It was made by one of the two poi- 
eoned billets fired at the great leader. 


HOLLAND STILL WEARS STRIEING 
COSTUMES 


The costumes of rural Holland are in- 
deed unique, Women weat 3x or more 
skirts, lest the forin be immodestly dis- 
played, and a height-colored waist with 
ehoaw sleeves, for strong, red arms are ad- 
mired by men. ‘The climax is a lace cup, 
the shape of which distinguishes the prov- 
mee in which the wearer lives. 

Wives of rich farmers wear gold casques, 
like helmets, with ornamental gold curls. 
An ancent dame told te that hers: cit a 
hundred grilders (about S40). 

Workingmen wear exceedingly broad 
trousers, oftentimes: colored vests; ond 
short coats. Children and the poor wear 
klompen—wooden shoes, Tf yi bear whit 
suunds like a troop of cavalry passing 
down the street, it will tore than likely 
turn cut to be a group. of school children 
returning home. Conecaled weapons are 
not necded in Holland. In case of a row, 
a lad flicks off his klomp and wallops his 
adversary over the head. Tt has great 
weight in settling an argument. 

A canal boat, tearing through the eoun- 
try at the rate af a mile an hour, is held 
up by a lock-keeper on the canal, who lets 
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down a klomp by a kind of rod-and-line 
arrangement, and until the toll 1s: forth- 
coming the boat passeth mot | 

Quite an anomalous but common sight 
is to see di small sailboat poking its way 
apparently through afield or meadow, In- 
vestigation, however, will reveal an) un- 
suspected cual, 

But, while weare junketing about, our 
time has slipped away and we must turn 
mur faces homeward. We arranged to take 
an ast India ship at Antisterdam and to 
he deharked at Southampton. 


A CLIMPSE OF AMSTERDAM —THEN 
CO0D-BYE 

While in Amsterdam we visited Kalver 
Street, one of the finest shopping streets 
it Europe. Here is atlverwork of wntisnal 
design and workmanship—models of ships 
of many types; repousse work, flat silver 
with windmill, stork, and other cleverly 
designed handles. “he silver ships are 
used as wine-bottle holders: others are tor 
ornament—siver sieiehs, cheese-catriers, 
soldiers, and a multitude of other articles, 
iny and beautifully wronght. To. show 
how the Dutchman tiever changes, Kalver 
Street was.so called for a calf market that 
once was located there. Now, although a 

jewelry center, itis still Kalver Street.

city, 18 miles from the ocean; but the 
North Sea Canal solves that problem, 
It is Stranger vet, at the ocean locks, to 
see the waters piled wp from § to 12 feet 
above those of the canal, according to the 
tile, and with nothing to keep the inunda- 
tion back lot dikes ancl two locks, which 
look quite unequal to the task, The locks 
are opened only in calm weather.
